Beaver Creek To Vote 
On Starting Fire Dept.

Beaver Creek Township 
residents will vote in May on 
millage to start their own 
fire department and to pay 
for fire protection until the 
department is formed. 

If the millage request, 
estimated to be about 2.5 
mills, is defeated, Beaver 
Creek Supervisor Cletis 
Spears says the township 
will run out of money by July 
1 to pay for fire protection. 
Currently, the township is 
paying $1000 a month to Lyon 
Township and $400 to the 
village of Roscommon for 
standby protection. 

The two Roscommon 
County fire departments had 
to hike their prices recently. 
They said just charging 
mileage on fire runs was not 


covering costs of providing 
fire protection. Lyon Town- 
ship, which covered most of 
Beaver Creek Township in 
the past, also is worried 
about providing protection to 
its own residents. They don’t 
want their trucks to be in 
Beaver Creek when a fire 
starts at home. Lyon Town- 
ship Supervisor George En- 
nis said it would be best if 
Beaver Creek starts if town 
fire department. 

If the millage request 
passes in May, Lyon Town- 
ship will provide standby 
protection for a fee for 18 
months while the depar- 
tment is formed. If the 
millage is defeated, Beaver 
Creek may have to go else- 
where for fire service. 

Weyerhaeuser, in the nor- 


theast corner of Beaver 
Creek, may have to go else- 
where for fire protection 
anyways. Lyon Township’s 
current _— proposal for 
coverage excluded Weyer- 
haeuser. Beaver Creek and 
Lyon Township are still 
negotiating over the tem- 
porary coverage and suner- 
visor Spears said he did 1 not 
want to comment about 
Weyerhaeuser. 

The company apparently 
is not left unprotected, how- 
ever. It has its own fire 
fighting equipment, but 
needs, for insurance, a 
governmental unit fire 
department to officially 
cover it. Lyon Supervisor 
Ennis said no fire depart- 
ment in the north would turn 
down a fire call.

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Fish Hatchery 
Group Aims for 


May 15 Start 


By Jon Thompson 


The Grayling Fish Hat- 
chery Preservation Commit- 
tee is shooting for May 15 to 
begin work on the site. The 
group wants to reopen the 
fish hatchery as a tourist at- 
traction this summer, 
possibly in August. 

State Representative 
Ralph Ostling, who met with 
the group last week, 
delivered a use-permit for 
the site to a DNR official in 
Lansing in an attempt to 
speed the application 


process. The fish hatchery - 


land is under DNR manage- 
ment and a permit must be 
issued before the group can 
use the site. Ostling said 
reopening the fish hatchery 
as a tourist attraction might 
stimulate the economy here. 

The preservation commit- 
tee, headed by Robert 
Smock, Jr., is lining up 
community support of the 
project in anticipation of 
receiving the use-permit. 
The group is trying to 
arrange for Camp Shawono 


work crews to assist in the 
clean-up. Already, the city of 
Grayling, the Grayling Lions 
Club, the Rotary Club, the 
Kiwanis Club, the Lake 
Margrethe Property Owners 
Association, the AuSable 
River Property Owners, and 
the Retired Senior Volunteer 
Program have gone on 
record supporting the idea of 
restoring the fish hatchery. 

The proposal for reopening 
the hatchery calls for 
stocking 8 of the 21 raceways 
with trophy-size brown, rain- 
bow, and brook trout. The 
other raceways will be filled 
in, with walkways and trees 
put in, 

The fish hatchery was 
started in 1914 when Rasmus 
Hanson donated the land for 
$1. Five thousand dollars 
worth of $10 stock cer- 
tificates was sold to operate 
the facility and raise fish to 
stock the AuSable and 
Manistee rivers. 

The hatchery was sold to 
the state in 1926 for $10,000 
and fish were raised there 


for four decades. It was shut 
down in the 60’s for three 
reasons, phosphate pollution 
downstream from the large 
fish population at the hat- 
chery, the concrete race- 
ways helped warm water 
temperatures, and building 
on the East Branch up- 
streain affecied ihe quality 
of the water in the hatchery. 

The preservation group, 
formed when it learned of 
DNR plans to dismantle the 
hatchery, has plans to sell 
stock certificates again to 
help cover the $5000 to $8000 
in estimated initial clean-up 
and repair costs. Once un- 
derway, they hope the hat- 
chery will be self-supporting 
with grant money and 
revenue from fish feeding. A 
fish hatchery in Paris, 
Michigan, nets about $10,000 
a year from fish food dispen- 
sers used by visitors. 

The group has future plans 
for an AuSable River Inter- 
pretive Center at the site and 
a small rustic campground

Reckon and Yield 
Romans 6: 11-14 

In the first 10 verses of this 
chapter, we have been study- 
ing the importance of our 
knowledge about our death 
to sin by our trust in the 
death, burial and resurrec- 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ 
as our substitute. To apply 
this knowledge to our prac- 
tical sanctification, we must 
learn to ‘“‘reckon’' these facts 
to be true, and “yield” our 
bodies to serve God instead 
of sin. 

“Likewise reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.”’ Verse 11. To reckon 
does not mean to guess or 
assume as we might use the 
word today. It means to take 
into account or impute to our 
account these facts to be true 
for us. To reckon means 
more than just knowing the 
truth in the mind. It means 
accepting the truth for your 
own life down deep inside, 
including your emotions or 
heart. 

How do I know I have 
reckoned myself dead in- 
deed unto sin? ‘‘Let not sin 
therefore reign in your mor- 
tal body, that ye should obey 
it in the lusts thereof.” Verse 
12. What is my _ present 
relationship to sin? I cannot 
be dead to sin and be con- 
trolled by sin at the same 
time. One may still sin daily 
by thought, word or deed, 
but he cannot continue the 
practice of known sin. Is my 
daily life controlled by the 
love of God or the lusts of 


sin? 
After we know our 
relationship to sin and 


reckon it to be so, we then 
face a decision of the will to 
put it into daily practice in 
our bodies. ‘‘Neither yield ye 
your members” as_in- 
struments of unrighteous- 


ness unto sin: but yield your- 
selves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, 
and your members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto 
God.”’ Verse 13. The simple 
test of yielding our body 
members to either God or sin 
is very simple. Where do my 
feet take me? Do my hands 
do honest labor, or do they 
steal? Does my tongue speak 
truth or lies? Do my ears 
listen for truth or lies and 
smut? Are my eyes used to 
excite lust to sin or to 
promote the love of God? 

It is the love of God’s grace 
and not the wrath of God’s 
law which causes us_ to 
desire to please Him. ‘‘For 
sin shalt not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not un- 
der the law, but under 
grace.” Verse 14. It is not 
our fear of Gad’s law, but our 
love of God’s grace which 
should cause us to avoid the 
daily practice of sin. We can 
therefore conclude with the 
apostle Paul: “For I through 
the law am dead to the law, 
that I might live unto God. I 
am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
hut Chriot lis . ‘and 


ath + 
the life phigh I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved 
me, and gave himself for 
me. I do not frustrate the 
grace of God: for _ if 
righteousness come by the 
law, then Christ is dead in 


vain,” Galatians 2:19-21.

operating costs at all on their 
homesteads. Property tax 
relief presently provided 
through the circuit breaker 
would remain intact, further 
reducing the harshness of 
the property tax burden on 
retired people and low in- 
come families. 


The proposal, Ostling ex- 
plained, is a tax cut, not a 
tax shift. 

“Granted, it would in- 
crease the sales tax by just 
one penny to make up some 
of the lost revenue. But the 
state would stili have to pare 
spending by $520 million, and 
that is a very significant cut. 
People not only want proper- 
ty tax relief, they are also 
concerned about runaway 
growth in state government 
and setting priorities among 
state programs to eliminate 
waste. The passage of this 
plan would go a long way 
toward accomplishing these 
ends.” 

Under the provisions of the 
plan, agricultural and 
forestry lands may be 
assessed on use. Business 
and industry, since they 
would not receive any 
savings under the plan, 
would not be held responsi- 
ble for costs to replace any 
revenue lost through the 
property tax exemptions. 

‘Both these points are ex- 
tremely important,’’ Ostling 
said. “Farmers have long 
been taxed on the potential 
development value of land, 
rather than use, which has 
just compounded _ their 
property tax problem. 
Businesses, on the other 
hand, are crying for tax 
relief, and it would be simply 
unacceptable to expect them 
to pick up the tab for the 
costs when they don’t reap 
any of the benefits.” 

Ostling said he expects the 
proposal to have the support 
of major groups across the 
state, and he predicted that 
if the necessary signatures 
are collected to place the 
initiative on the ballot, it will 
be passed by voters. 

“It’s basically a simple 
proposal that will guarantee 
good public education and 
will also relieve the worry 
and anxiety people ex- 
perience in facing their sky- 
rocketing propérty tax bill,” 
Ostling concluded.

Only one day after Governor 
Wiliam G. Milliken called for 
massive budget cuts and an increase 
in the state’s personal income tax 
rate, three separate property tax cut 
petition drives got underway. 

The three different proposals will 
be headed by Shiawasee County 
Drain Commissioner Robert Tisch, 
who has been unsuccessful the past 
two elections, a group called Tax 
Relief in Michigan (T.R.I.M.), and 
Rep. Claude Trim (D-Davisburg). 

All three groups indicated the 
recent call for budget reductions and 
tax increases by Milliken will do 
nothing but aid in their efforts to 
vain the necessary signatures to get 
the questions on the November 
general election ballot. 

Tisch’s new proposal provides 
that the 1980 equalized value used 
on property will be the 1983 
valuation with property taxes calcu- 
lated on the assessed value of 50 per- 
cent of the property’s true cash 
value. 

The ratio of assessed value to true 
cash value would then be reduced by 
15 percent each year until 1987. 

Beginning in that year, an 
autonomous county tax commission 
would set. dd valorem tax rates and 
all property tax matters would be 
the exclusive province of the coun- 
ties. 

The Tisch plan would also cut in 
half the property taxes of any house- 
hold with incomes between $8,000 
and $12,000 and exempt from all 
property taxes households with in- 

comes less than $8,000. 

Senior citizens earning less than 
$15,000 annually would be exempt 
from school operating millages. 

The proposal also prohibits any 
current tax credits from being 
eliminated except by three-fourths 
vote of the Legislature, limits 
assessment increases and requires 
100 percent reimbursement to local

governments by the state. 

No cost estimate to the state was 
offered by Tisch. 

The proposal backed by Trim and 
other legislators, estimated to save 
property taxpayers $520 million but 
recouped by income tax increases, 
would exempt 75 percent of residen- 
tial and agricultural property taxes 
from school operating costs, permit 
agricultural and forest property 
to be assessed according to use 
rather than cash value, require state 
reimbursement to education, 
prevent any educational units from 
budget cuts because of the exemp- 
tions, protect business and industry 
from any additional taxes to cover 


the lost revenue and increase the 


sales tax to 5 percent. 

Rep. Roy Smith (R-Saline), one of 
the sponsors of the proposal with 
Trim, said the plan would make 
education the penultimate priority 
in the state for the first time in 
Michigan history. 

Trim added, with the Milliken in- 
come tax hike proposal, it is now 
even more imperative to enact 
property tax relief. 

The T.R.I.M. proposal is basically 
a revision of a proposal developed 
and then withdrawn earlier this 
year, 

It would eliminate the property 
tax from school millages, raise the 
sales tax to.5 percent and dedicate 
royalties from oil and natural gas to 
education. 

Unless the proposals can get a 
3/4th majority in both houses of the 
Legislature, sponsors must start the 
long track in circulating petitions 
statewide to get the questions on 
the ballot by referendum. 

If they are successful, then the 
ultimate decision will again be made 
by the people of the State of 
Michigan through their voting fran- 
chise.

It is that time of the year 
when the most odorous 
member of the weasel 
family becomes increasingly 
active due to the onset of the 
mating season, The skunk is 
not a true hibernator, but 
several females may den up 
together and spend most of 
the winter sleeping while the 
males tend to remain active. 
Skunks are chiefly nocturnal 
in their search for food. Hun- 
ting starts shortly after sun- 
down and ends about the 
time the sun comes up. The 
skunk is omnivorous, mean- 
ing it eats nearly anthing:

Resolution Authorizing the Establishment of a 
Public Improvement Fund: 

The following Resolution was offered by Neilson, and secon- 
ded by Nowak; ‘ 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Act 177 of the Michigan Public 
Acts of 1943, as amended, the Board of Commissionexs of the 
County of Crawford wishes to establish a Public Improvement 
Fund from which the County may make needed capital improve- 
ments in the future; and, 

WHEREAS, the County Treasurer annually earns certain 
moneys from the investment of general county funds, from 
which, a portion of the interest earned during 1981, the Board of 
Commissioners wishes to set aside and place in said Public Im- 
provement Fund; : 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, BY THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY OF 
CRAWFORD AS FOLLOWS: 

1. There is hereby established the “Crawford County Public 
Improvement Fund” (hereinafter referred to as the ‘“Fund’’) 
which shall be effective on the first of the month following the 


. date on which this Resolution is adopted. 


2. The Crawford County Treasurer is hereby directed to 
place in the Fund, al! moneys up to $60,000.00, earned on invest- 
ment of the County general funds, from the year ended 1981. 

3. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to invest ail 
moneys contained in the Fund in any investment which is a 
lawful investment for a County, pursuant to Act 20 of the 
Michigan Public Acts of 1943, as amended. 

4. All moneys contained in the Fund and all interest thereon 
shalt be credited to the Fund and the Treasurer is hereby in- 
structed to report to the Board of Commissioners on an annual 
basis as to the amount of money which is on deposit in the Fund 
together with all interest earned thereon as of December 31 of 
each year. 

5. No moneys shall be spent from the Public Improvement 
Fund except for capital improvement purposes authorized by 
Resolution of this Board of Commissioners. 

RESOLUTION HEREBY ADOPTED: Yeas: All (7); Nays: 
None; Absent: None. 

Other fund balances & anticipated revenues for the remain- 
der of 1982 reviewed. :

advertisement of bids was made before any concern or objection 
was raised on the project. There is no intent by the Board to 
spread additional millage or sell bonds for'this project. Monies 
from the Township Improvement Revolving Fund would be used 
as a Gown payment and the balance would be borrowed and 
financed through the General Fund over a period of years at an 
interest rate of 10%. Fowler informed those present that the 
Board has advertised for bids to be submitted by 2:00 p.m., Mar- 
ch 12, 1982 and feels a legal obligation to proceed that far.

Grayling Township will 
advertise for bids on the con- 
struction work for a new 
township hall. At their 
reguiar meeting Tuesday, 
Feb. 9, the township board 
told their architectural tirm 
to go ahead with final con- 
struction plans and they ap- 
proved a motion to advertise 
for bids on the work. 

Grayling Township Super- 
visor Bernie Fowler said he 
expects the township to be 
able to acquire reasonable 
bid prices on the work.

Parking co-ordination with Little League; Elections and 
Board Meetings; (Board meetings which hardly anyone 
attends and elections a couple times a year certainly 
doesn’t iustify or require a new building, does it? 
QUESTION: Why wasn’t Cost and Feasibility study by 
supervisor authorized by Board; Amount of money for 
preliminary plans wasn’t mentioned, appropriated, voted, 
or approved! In Dec. 17, 81, paper, minutes of Dec. 8, 81: 
discussed ‘‘proposed plans’’ for Township CENTER. 
QUESTION: Were these “proposed plans” already 
drawn? And firm of AAI, Inc. already hired? The Board 
also discussed fees of between 7 and 8% for architect. 
Which is it? Price of $155,000. now mentioned. Mentioned 
basic floor plans; so shall we assume firm has been 
already hired and plans drawn? Board entered into some 
kind of agreement (didn’t say what??) Minutes then also 
mentioned opinion of legal counsel regarding several 
items for review, on basic plans or architectural firms 
fees or what? No mention is made of where these basic 
plans can be seen or reviewed by persons cr taxpayers 
expected to pay for building. Why? Wasn’t public input or 
suggestions wanted? 

In Dec. 31, 81 paper, the SMALL building is now 40 x 
115 feet and officials are looking over a plan as a possible 
answer to office space shortage (4600 sq. ft.) The Board is 


also “CONSIDERING” using ‘‘Township Improvement” 


Fund” for the building. Note: Later sentence states, 
Township has been saving money in this account FOR 
YEARS for building “and won’t cost additional tax 
dollars’. Note: Use of monies from Twp. Improvement 
Revolving Funds for building does not appear legal unless 


FIRST transfered to the General Fund. Monies saved for 
Twp. imprevements (which DOES NOT include building 
of Twp. Halls) seems to be a misrepresentation of collect- 
ed tax dollars. Article says No design yet for early plans 
and that ‘‘No decisions have been made and planning is in 
EARLY stages”’. 

Minutes of Jan. 12, 82, mentioned “A SPECIAL 
MEETING” of Jan. 6, 82; although no minutes appear to 
be published. (Mich. Law, M.C.L.A. 41.72a Section 4 says, 
“the Board SHALL publish the proceedings of the meeting 
NOT more than 21 days after a meeting in a newspaper in 
General Circulation in the Township.” 

QUESTION: Was this meeting concerning the proposed 
new Twp. Hail Building? Or is there another reason 
minutes were NOT published? * 

Cost of Building now up to estimated $176,000. 
QUESTION: What is estimated cost of the ENTIRE 
project? Also, we NOW read: the relatively new garage at 
compactor site is to be relocated or moved. AT WHAT 
COST? Also mentioned is purchase of 2 additional acres 
for parking in conjunction with Little League. Note: No 
mention of COST of parking lot, or of 2 acres?? 

Dec. 31, 81 article said plans were in “EARLY 
PLANNING STAGES”’. Now Jan. 12, 82 minutes (12 DAYS 
LATER) we are 6 weeks away from specifications being 
COMPLETE and the advertisement for bids. 

The news release in Jan. 21, 82 paper says “Twp. Im- 
provement. Fund’’ will be used to finance most of the 
Building.’’ In our research, we find the following in Public 
Acts #29, 1937, Mich. Compiled Laws Annotated 41.161, 
Township Funds, Section 1, it states: ‘The Township 
Board of the Several Townships of this State is hereby 
authorized, at the ANNUAL MEETING of such Twp. 
Board, by RESOLUTION, to transfer the unexpended 
balances in any special township fund to the contingent 
fund, etc., etc.,’’ Although this may be legal, what if, the 
electors at the township meeting voted NOT to transfer 
the funds? NOTE: Remember EVERYONE at the Annual 
Meeting has a vote EQUALLY with the board members, 
correct? How would Building, Tradesmen, etc. then be 
paid??? , 
QUESTION: Also what happens if any necessary town- 
ship improvement comes up? Where would the money 
come from to pay for them??? 

Minutes of Feb. 9, 82 states: negotiations still being 
made on property (2 acres?) yet board accepted plans and 
authorized advertisement for bids. Minutes also state that 
“Twp. Imp. “Fund” NOW includes GENERAL FUND 


monies to be used to FINANCE project over a 5 to 10 year 


period. 

QUESTION: Which is it? 5 or 10 years? How can we be 
financing something we were told we had money for? 
NOTE: Although NOT mentioned anywhere in the 
minutes or newspapers up to this point; we NOW hear of 
the necessity of borrowing approximately $100,000. at 10% 
interest, (10,000. a year). 

Feb. 18, 32 paper news release states: Board told Ar- 
chitectoral Firm to go ahead with Final Construction 


* Details, etc. and building could be COMPLETED by July. 


NOTE: We still find nowhere in paper or minutes where 
taxpayers were offered a chance to review the plans, 
make suggestions, or even invited to view the Design or 


layout. What ever happened to public opinion at a public 
hearing?? 

QUESTION: When and where did anyone authorize kit- 
chen facilities? For what? Wouldn’t the installation of a 
kitchen and hall for rental purpose be just one more 
example of government intervention in public or free en- 
terprise? How can the privately owned kitchen, hall, 
restaurant type facility compete against the Government 
or Himself as a taxpayer? 

From the latest articles in the paper regarding OUR 
Petition of approximately 300 signatures asking for a vote, 
we see that the taxpayers are being blamed for spending 
$16,000. before we complained and expressed our concer- 
ns. We feel that if the Board would have proceeded correc- 
tly, (as we interpret the procedure), the people would 
have expressed their opinion at a PUBLIC HEARING, or 
if they would have been ASKED for input on THEIR 
proposed building, they MIGHT have replied SOONER. 

In the Public Act of 1927 #381 amended by P.A. 1980 
#415-M.C.L.A. 41.241 Section 1, ‘The township board AF- 
TER an application has been filed by 12 registered elec- 
tors, may borrow money, to be used for erecting and 
FURNISHING a town hall’’. 

QUESTION: Was this application ever filed by the 12 elec- 
tors and approved by the board? 41.242 Section 2, then 
states, after application has been filed, and determination 


_that it meets requirements the board SHALL by 


RESOLUTION provide for the submission of the proposal 
to the ELECTORS at either ANNUAL, GENERAL or 
SPECIAL election to be held 90 days after RESOLUTION 
Adoption and shall prescribe the form of the ballot to be 
used in the voting. Then notice of the propostion SHALL 
be nade by posting in district etc., notices to be posted not 
less than 20 days before the election.”’ In our reading and 
interpretation of this law and amendments we can not find 
in paper or minutes where ANY of this was done in accor- 
dance with procedure and laws, WHY?? SO WHO’S TO 
BLAME FOR ALL THESE EXPENSIVE 
DECISIONS? ??? 

We could very well, (looking at the above articles, 
minutes, and procedures) try to put 100% blame on ithe 
Township Board, some will! say, and rightly so. But WE 
are also somewhat at fault for not attending some of these 
meetings and being more responsible citizens. How many 
citizens of this county have NEVER attended a school 
board, county commissioners, township, city or ANY 
other meeting? We should ALL attend some meeting and 


add our opinions and/or input. It’s OUR government, WE . 


pay for it. (Also, how many Township Board members 
have attended a school board etc. meeting?) 

We feel sorry for those who say “YOU CAN’T FIGHT 
CITY HALL”. City Hall, (so to speak), is, or should be 
working for us; and they will when they understand and 
know we’re present and care. And, when they don’t go 
along with the ‘‘whims” of the majority, we can legally, 
either through the courts, (right to petition, etc.) or the 
ballot box STOP them.
